Thirty  one  of  the  Scarlet  fever,  and  twenty -two  of  the  Diphtheria 
patients  were  admitted  to  the  isolation  Hospital.  There  were  no 
"Return"  cases  of  Scarlet  fever.  One  little  girl  had  a  second 
attack  of  Diphtheria  a  fortnight  after  her  discharge  from  the 
hospital  at  the  end  of  the  first  attack.  No  deaths  occurred  from 
Scarlet  fever.  Pour  cases  of  Diphtheria  terminated  fatally  —  two 
children  because  their  parents  did  not  call  in  a  doctor  until  too 
late  for  Antitoxin  treatment;  a  mother  and  her  baby  died  from  being 
infected  by  a  son  who  had  had  Diphtheria  at  a  school  in  Wales  ana 
was  sent  home  supposed  to  be  free  frcrn  infection  .  All  the  cases 
of  Ophthalmia  neonatorum  recovered  without  injury  to  sight.
